GOLUBCGS 1JISPLKASEU WITH HK- 


VADA. 


The Eastern preaa is revolutionary. 


It protests against Nevada having a 
•voice in the United States Congress bo- 
canse of its limited population. Tbe 
foot that tlie constitution of tlio 
United States guarantees to a!l the 
States equal representation in (lit) Sen- 
ate and that that guarantee was re- 
quired fay the smaller Stales before 
they entered into the Federal Union 
does not (letor tlie very papers, which 
less than three months ago denounced 
the supporters of William .T. 13ryun IIP 
anarchists because the platform on 
which lie was nominated criticized :in 
opinion of the Supreme Court, from a 
desire to subvert tha constitution and 
deprive such States as Nevada, Idaho 
and Wyoming of representation in the 
Senate. 


It is true that Nevada is scarcely in u 


position to maintain » State Govern- 
ment and every act of the National 
Congress tor some years past seemed to 
liavo been designed for the express pur- 
pose of depor'iilntiuy the State. Legis- 
lation as antagonistic to the interests 
of New Hampshire and Rhode Island 
wnald almost depopulate those State?. 
When Nevada was the principal silver 
producing State of the Union Congress 
demonetized the metal, and after the 
passage of the Bland-Alliaou act the 
Government made four or five million 
dollars a year out 01" Nevada by pur- 
chasing the product of its silver mines 
at about a dollar an ounce and coiniuR 
it into money worth $1 29 an ounce. 
The profit derived by the Government, 
from this uajast discrimination uaain.it 
tlio silver producing States, of wlilrh 
Nevada v.as the greatest, amounted to 
sfCO,000,000 or $70,000,000. 


And what has Nevada received from 


the general Government in return for 
the benefits which the Government do- 
rived from Nevada? Only a public 
building for the United States Court, 
the Uuitud States land ofllco and the 
poetofflce at the State Capital. We 
lmi 
va no navigable rivers or hnrliois 
1, 


consequently Nevada receives no part 
of the millions expended annually for 
tlie improvement o" streams. There is 
no tariff on anything produced in tlio 
'.State so the people of the Kast are not 
taxed for what they purchase iu Ne- 
vada. Wool and hides are on the free 
list, and a tariff on wheat and tiny 
would not benefit the farmer, aa wlie=it 
is sold at Liverpool prices, less tlie 
cost of transportation, and tho fourth 
section of the Interstate Commerce 
not has been suspended by net. of Con- 
gress. 


It is not surprising, therefore, tlwt 


Nevada, notwitbstimding 
its great 


natural resources, does not increase in 
population. It does not, Lov/over, cost 
the general Government anything and 
its taxable property iy greater than 
when the State was admitted into tlio 
Union. 
Itu people aro bopofnl that 


sooner or later a President and a Con- 
gress will bo elected that will doal 
fairly with the West and aro, therefore, 
milling to bear the burdona of a Stiite 
Government, and as long as thsy do 
and the constitution guarantees them 
representation in Congress tho gold- 
bugs of the East may howl and wail us 
much fis they please, but Nevada will 
oae its own judgment and pleasure us 
to when it shall ask to be dismem- 
bered. 


the gold trust desires a new issue of 
bonds. 


It is somewhat remarkable tliut none 


of our financiers insists on the passage 
of a blllby Congress to coin the silver 
bullion in tho treasury and issue silver 
certificates against the coins. 
The 


Government would derive a profit of at 
least $50,000,000 from the transaction 
and every silver certificate destroyed 
while in circulation would bo so much 
gain to the Government. 
It would 


make up for thodifferenco between Inn 
Government receipts and expenditures 
Cor at least two years and it would put 
more morisy iu circulation. 
But these 


are things the goldmon do not want 
and as they run the Government their 
will is law and the people, like good 
oitizeus, must submit to their decrees 
without a murmur. 


UECREAS1S IN 
POSTAL KKOEIl'TS. 


The receipts at tho thirty largest 


postofflces in tho United States for 
Ncve:-^er last were disappointing to 
the department. 
A lar«e increase was 


expected in consequence of the Presi- 
dential election, but instead tho re- 
turns show a decrease. 
The total re- 


ceipts for November at tho thirty 
largest offices were $2,630,511. 
Only 


five offices showed an increase. 
These 


were Brooklyn and Rochester, New 
York; Newark, New Jersey; Toledo, 
Ohio, and San Francisco, California. 
At Now York City there was a. decrease 
of $49,139, and at Chicago $12,597. 
At 


Providence, Khode Island, the decrease 
was over 15 per cent, and at Cincinnati 
the decrease was over 12)4 P01' <;ollt 
There were also large decreases at 
Boston, at Philadelphia and at St. 
Louis. 


The postal authorities were surprised 


and the only explanation they offer is 
the natural fluctuation of receipts and 
expenditures. 
In October the corres- 


pondence 'in tho interest of political 
parties was expected to offset tho 
business depression, but there was a 
decrease nevertheless, and au increase 
was looked for in November after UK-. 
election, but instead there was a heavy 
decrease in receipts.

JiDiTOn JOOBNAL:—Tho wave of proa- 


| pority which was set in motion the 
next morning after election has entire- 
ly collapsed. The supply of confidence 
with which the wave wad to ba inflated 
and kept in motion was wholly inade- 
qua'e and the " wave " has been aban- 
dotiod to its fate. Bradstreet in his 
last report makes it appear that the 
"wave of prosperity" lasted less than 
a mouth. Here is.what ho says about 
tha past month: 


"The moderate trade revival which 


followed the Presidential election has 
been disappointing, in that, aside from 
the Christmas demand, business has 
betm mora unsatisfactory for a mouth 
past than at a corresponding period in 
many yos.ro." 


Here is what he says about the Christ- 


mas demand: 


"Bet-ail demand for holiday goods 


has been active, but it is for cheaper 
grades than in previous years." 


This means that the people had less 


money to spend for Christmas presents 
than usual and iu ordar to keep-up the 
custom of making presents they were 
obliged to buy the cheaper grades. It 
is generally supposed that prices of 
farm products-are much bettor now than 
one jear ago. The following should 
dispel that belief: 


"The average price of leading farm 


products Dec. 1, according to tho gov- 
ernment report, included the following: 
Corn, 21.do per ba, against 25.So last 
year; wheat 72.7c against 50.9c; rye 
40.3c -x.'ainst 'Me; oats 18,5c against 
19.Oo; b.irioy 32.2c against 33.7o; buck- 
wheat 39.1c against <to.2c; potatoes 2B.7o 
against 2G.6c; tobacco Go per ft, against 
G.9c; hay

Of the nine products named, wheat 


is tho only ono that shows an advance 
over last year's price. As tho bulk of 
tho whoat crop was in tho hands of 
speculators before the boom in prices 
began tho farmers received vei-y little 
benefit from the raise. There haa been 
no boom in the other products named, 
and as tho price is much lower than 
last year the farmers hud less money 
to spend than usual and this doubtless 
accounts in part, for the nnsatisfactory 
condition of trade. A loss of $1.81 pnr 
ton on the price of hay compared with 
last year, means a losa to the farmers 
•of the United States of about $100,000,- 
OOi). As there has been no correspond- 
ing reduction in taxas or interest on 
farm mortgages, it cannot be said that 
the farmers have derived any very 
great benefit from tba " wave." 


Chnnucey Bepaw is a 
confidence 


boomer and declared that " without 
confidence there ia not money enough 
in tho world to transact the business 
of the United States." Now lot us see 
how much confidence the United States 
has been using as a substitute for 
money. The Director of the Mint esti- 
mates the money in the United States 
available for circulation at about, $1,- 
600,000,000; the amount in the world is 
about $1.1,000,000,000. Deduct $1,600,- 
(XW.OUO and we have $9,400,000,000 as 
the amount of uoufldenee that wo have 
beou using in pU'',e of irom'y. This 
tnsans that our p'jr e-ipita circulation 
should be itemized as follows: Per 
capita currency oirr.ulatiou, $23; per 
capita confidence circulation, $125. 


Jl! Mi'. Depow is right as to the 


amount 
of 
eonflJonco nenassary to 


transact tho business of the United 
States, and it is manifestly evident 
that confidence cannot be relied on iu 
an emergency, it then becomes neces- 
sary to find a substitute, and legal 
tender money put ia circulation by. 
Uncle Sam is the only effective substi- 
tute for confidence that this country 
has ever found. 


In 1865 there was $50 per capita of 


currency in circulation and coufldeace 
was out of circulation. 
Th3 people 


found, after 
confidence had taken 


wings in 1801, that they must provide a 
substitute and the legal tender was the 
result. The people used it and as long 
as the supply was ample transacted 
their business onn cash basis and were 
highly prosperous. But this did not 
suit the confidence men so they gut 
the government to destroy its money 
raid 
to pay interest on confidence 


(bonds) which they supplied in un- 
limited amount. 


Jlr. Editor, it would appear from 


our past experience that for genuine 
prosperity, one dollar of cash in circu- 
lation will do more effective work than 
five dollars in confidence, hence Mr. 
Depew's estimate.about tho amount of 
tubney, independent 
of confidence, 


necessary to transact the business of 
the United States ia greatly exagger- 
ated and iu place of needing an in- 
crease of over $9,000,000,000 in our cir- 
culating medium we can get along with 
an increase of $2,000,000,000 and by put- 
ting the extortioners under proper re- 
straint we can soon get tha business of 
the country back to a cash basis.

THE STJSEI. CASE MATTER. 


It Comes Up Before Judge Cheney To- 


.Uay. 


Last spring the Board of Commis- 


sioners contracted with the agent of a 
San Francisco company for a certain 
number of steel cases for the County 
Clerk's office. Last May the cases were 
put in place and .at a special meeting 
of tho Board of Commissioners, bills for 
the cases aggregating $1,493 60 were 
allowed. 
Auditor Shearer refused to 


draw a wan-act ou the County Treas- 
urer for more than $4.98 on the ground 
that the contract was .illcgnl inasmuch 
as the Board did not advortibo for bids 
for furnishing the cases as tha law re- 
quires when the aggregate amount ex- 
ceeds $500. There was an attempt on 
the part of the Board of Commissioners 
to evade the law by making the orders 
separate, thereby accomplishing in- 
directly what tho lav.- prohibited the 
Board from doing directly, but the 
cases arrived at one titne and the bills 
were allowed on the same day. Under 
this rule a contract could bo let for 
building u court-houeo by letting- a 
separate contract for each coarso o? 
brick and for laying each bunch of 
shingles. The Auditor believed it to 
be iu open violation of the law, ho\v- 
evijr, and acted accordingly. 


Agents and lawyers of the company 


have been here during the summer, but 
for some reason no attempt was made 
to collect the $1,000 alleged to ba duo 
until now. Though tha Commissioners 
passed the bill over the Auditor's veto 
ho refused to draw his warrant. Now 
Frank Freeman, counsel for the com- 
pany, has petilioneJ for a writ of man- 
damus) requiring the Auditor to draw 
his warrant for tho amount, allowed the 
plaintiff by the Board of County Com- 
missioners. The matter comes up be- 
fore Judge Ohpuey to-day, and if it is 
shown that the Board1 acted within tha 
letter aud spirit of the law a writ will 
doubtless follo.v and Auditor Shearer 
will have to draw bis warrant, but, on 
tho other hunt!, if it be shown that the 
contract v.-as illegal the plaintiff will 
have to take some other course.
